Andrew Howard, of the affirmative, 
was then given ten minutes in which 
to cross-examine -Fiske. Howard very 
effectively brought forth several admis,- 
sions from his opponent. 

Karl Frisbie, one of the mainstays 
of the team, in lending his aid to the 
invaders, gave a summary of the. ar- 
guments of the negative. His speech 
was immediately followed by that of- 
Allan Green who effectively summed 
up his team’s arguments.
